America is ‘‘uptight about stu- 
dent revolt’’, columnist Art Buch- 
wald told an appreciative Phillips 
Academy .audience Monday, and 
Satire and humor are needed ‘*to 
relax the uptight society.’’ 

The students agreed with the 
famous humorist. They had. re- 
cently learned that amateur satire 
can go pretty far in an uptight 
society. Here’s how: 

To satirize current reports of 
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campus takeovers, a PA 10th 
grader phoned in toa Boston news- 
paper Thursday a portentous re- 
port of literally true (but care- 
fully selected) facts about a cam- 
pus episode that evening. 

The episode was actually an un- 
extraordinary after-supper tussle 
over a tired tennis ball, between 
some members of the two upper 
classes. The tussle had featured 
eleventh graders grabbing the ball, 
seniors chasing them into a dor- 
mitory, being repulsed by water- 
bombs and retreating to the library 
(**They occupied between 6 and 8 
p.m.”’) for a ten-minute strategy 
conference on how to retrieve the

Within Month 


Implementation of the dog con- 
trol law may take a while, but 
efforts toward acceding to the 
wishes of the annual town meeting 
are moving ahead. 

Appointment of a full time dog 
officer was last week by the select- 
men. 

Donald V. Porter, 135 Chestnut 
St., the town’s first full time dog 
officer, is expected to be on full 
time duty within the month. 

There are still some problems 
to be resolved before the law ac- 
tually can be placed into effect. 

The new dog officer must give 
notice to his present employer. 
He must be provided with a truck, 
which will take some time due to 
bidding laws. He must be provided 
with a uniform, which as yet has 
not been provided, 

Also the town is to provide a 
pound which will take probably 
two or three months to construct, 
according to Chairman Robert A. 
Watters of the selectmen. 

Residents of the Chandler road 
area, which is planned for the loca- 
tion of the dog pound are resentful 
of the town’s:action in making the 
particular locale the home for 
stray canines. 

It is anticipated that Porter will 
begin his work within the month. 

He will work under Police Chief 
David L. Nicoll. 

The selectmen will decide within 
the next week or two, the actual 
starting date for Porter. 

Town meeting in March approved 
a Dog Control Law, whichis some- 
what more lenient than the leash 
law approved a year ago. The new 
regulation has not been approved 
as yet by the attorney general, but, 
regardless, the leash law is on 
the local books and must be en- 
forced.

next morning that ‘‘Phillips ‘Stu- 
dents Seize Library’’. A local radio 
station picked up and aired the 
report for several hours on its 
news program that morning, a‘‘two 
hour takeover’, complete with 
police and threatening faculty. 

Perhaps satire is best left to 
professionals like Buchwald. 

Headmaster John M. Kemper, 
who had viewed the actual tennis- 
ball tussle with amusement, said 
of the news brouhaha: ‘*Much ado 
about very little.”’ 

Students shook their heads and 
chuckled ‘*someone got took,’ but 
wondered ‘‘how do you know what’s 
real and what’s unreal?’’ 

‘It’s getting harder and harder 
to tell,’? according to Art Buch- 
wald. He told an English seminar 
we’re in a communications ex- 
plosion and one of the problems 
is that news media, especially TV, 
are mot only reporting the news 
but ‘helping to create the news. 

He pointed to TV coverage of 
student takeovers, and said the 
‘best action footage’ is what is 
chosen for TV newscasts. Even a 
mini-takeover, evidently, is good 
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ae 
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action footage. ‘‘When I was in 
college,’’ said Buchwald, we had 
plenty of leftwingers active, but 
no one paid any attention to them 
because they weren’t on TV. 
Everybody’s playing a role. TV 
coverage makes SDS types more 
important than they really are.’’ 

Buchwald said he’s become more 
conservative on this issue him- 
self because ‘‘I’m against univer- 
sity takeovers, and against double 
standards of behavior, like some- 
thing’s all right on campus that’s 
not all right off campus. I’m for 
freedom for everybody, not a 
minority dictating to the rest, and 
I’m against guns on campus’’. On 
Vietnam? ‘‘I’d like to see us get 
out. It’s destroying this country.” 

As a satirist, Buchwald says 
America has a short attention 
span, and right now the attention 
is all on students, He used to 
satirize the right wing, but now, 
says Buchwald, the left wing is 
getting ridiculous too, so he’s 
satirizing them more, 

He misses Johnson, who was 
great satire and humor material. 
Nixon, he bemoans, hasn’t made 
enough mistakes yet. He tried one 
piece on Nixon after he’d been in 
office 5 days, and pointed out that

BUCHWALD 


Nixon was a flop, because the Mid 
East was still in a mess. Nixon 
hadn’t yet stopped the Vietnam War 
and none of the major problems 
solved. Would you believe it? He 
got piles of perfectly serious 
letters saying: ‘‘Give him time!”’ 

How did Art Buchwald happen 
to come to speak at Phillips Acad- 
emy? Buchwald says its all be- 
cause of a well-publicized rubber 
boat ride he took down the Colorado 
with the Robert Kennedys. PA 
student Charles McDermott, a 
neighbor, was along. The trip 
proved to be more exciting than 
planned and Buchwald fell in, near 
a whirlpool. Young McDermott 
pulled him back in the boat. 

Buchwald claims he gasped, 
‘*You saved my life. What can I do 
for you?’’ and that McDermott im- 
mediately answered; ‘‘Talk at 
PA.” No comment from Mc- 
Dermott. 

Buchwald, whose column 
appeared in the Paris Herald Tri- 
bune for 14 years before he re- 
turned to Washington, has athrice- 
weekly syndicated column appear- 
ing in 450 newspapers: 

He says the goal of satire is to 
change society, but that he can’t 
claim to have pushed it an inch. 
The service humour and satire 
does render, he feels, is to take 
the pressure off anuptight society.

What remains to be said about Benjamin 
Franklin? 

Insurance companies, magazines, sociologists, 
scholars, scientists, diplomats and businessmen all 
regard him as one of their own. 

But Ben Franklin was a printer and newspaper- 
man first, last and always. 

Like so many newspaper publishers today— 
particularly publishers of weekly newspapers—he 
was apprenticed as a printer in the trade at an 
early age. At 24 he became sole owner of The 
Pennsylvania Gazette, the largest and most suc- 
cessful newspaper in the Colonies. Later he 
branched out into book and magazine publishing, 
started a chain of newspapers, and pioneered 
many publishing innovations (such as hiring news- 
paper correspondents) which have become com- 
mon in the industry. 

Ben Franklin always thought of himself as a 
printer and newspaperman. He never “lost touch” 
with the Pennsylvania Gazette. On his tombstone 
he directed that the words “Benjamin Franklin, 
printer...” he engraved. One of his many apho- 
risms about journalism still finds prominent place 
on the walls of newspaper offices: ‘‘That if all 
printers were determined not to print any thing ’til 
they were sure it would offend nobody, there 
would be very little printed.” 

Ben Franklin proved that a newspaper run on 
sound business principles can both make money

Kast Junior High 
Studies Problems 


The Andover East Junior High 
school has just concluded its in- 
tensive study of alcohol, tobacco 
and drugs. 

The film strip ‘‘To Smoke or Not 
to Smoke”’ of the American Cancer 
Society was presented to the ninth 
grade science classes several weeks 
ago followed by a class discussion 
on the components of tobacco and 
the physical effects of heavy smok- 


The relationship of teen-age 
drinking to social behavior, as well 
as physical and psychologic aspects 
of alcholism was explored through 
lectures and class discussions in 
both science and health classes.

In addition, ninth 
grade science classes saw ‘‘Hook- 
ed’? in which young former addicts 
told stories of how they became 
addicted, what they had to do to 
support their habits, the effects on 
families and friends, and their ap- 
praisals of the drug scene. 

The Air Force film ‘Trip to 
Where’’ was offered after school 
to all who wished further informa- 
tion. 


Principal Dorothy Partridge 
pointed out that although the for- 
mal study program on alcohol, 
tobacco and drugs was over, the 
school administration and faculty 
has a continuing interest and con- 
cern to inform and help its stu- 
denis in these areas. 

She emphasized that the doors 
of health and science teachers, 
guidance officers and the prin- 
cipal are always open to students 
who have questions to ask, pro- 
blems to solve, or just wish to 
discuss the problems aired by the 
formal study program on alcohol, 
tobacco and drugs.

Gas revenues were 
up 4.5 percent reflecting warmer 
weather during the year. Negative 
factors affecting earnings in 1968 
included the 10 percent Federal 
surtax, an increase of 8.5 percent 
in local property taxes, a six per- 
cent wage and fringe benefit in- 
crease, a $2 million electric rate 
reduction for customers and the 
substantially increased cost of 
money.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN

look any possibilities that might 
ease the burdens that its past 
actions at town meeting have im- 
Posed upon its future. And one 
good possibility is to have new town 
manager candidates give tangible 
indication of their awareness of our 
prevailing problems together with 
their attitude toward them in ad- 
dition to the normal tests of com- 
petence. 

It is suggested that candidates 


be required to give detailed des- - 


cription of their evaluation of the 
following situations concern ing 
Andover together with their pro- 
posed solutions: 

1. The present and prospective 
debt composition of the town, its 
costs and future managements; 

2. The day to day operation 
of the town dump so as to ac- 
complish landfill operation keep- 
ing in mind that as more fill is 
used as cover, the sooner the dump 
Shall have to be expanded and then 
retired; 

3. Expanding sources of revenue 
produced by activities within the 
town as well as increasing pre- 
sent income from sources of sim- 
ilar activity; 

4. General review of the town’s 
operating by-laws, including its 
Charter section, with recommen- 
dations and reasons for modifica- 
tions, if any; 

5. Advantages and disadvan- 
tages of apartment development 
in Andover; 

6. Changing the town’s fiscal 
year from the present calender 
year to the period of July 1 to 
June 30 so as to coincide with 
that of state and national govern- 
ments as well as with local school 
activities and prevent revenue ar- 
riving before the year is half 
gone; 

7. Advantages and disadvan- 
tages to Andover of Representa- 
tive Town Meeting; 

8. Collecting escrow real es- 
tate ‘‘taxes’’ held by banks at 
least twice a year, 

An additional benefit of the above 
method for choosing the next man- 
ager is to give him ample warn- 
ing that the job being offered has 
much that should be corrected as
